Mrs. Wickle alleges that a 
portion of the sidewalk (south

joining slabs, and that the area 
is not lighted adequately to 
prevent accidents. 


Early in the smog campaign 
the county, meaning the Air 
Pollution Control District, com¬ 
monly called the Smog District, 
shut down the city's burning 
dump. Actually we accepted it 
without great protest, although 
it cost us more money for rub¬ 
bish collection.

If the wind always blew, 
there would be no smog. But 
this area is cursed with peri¬ 
odic “temperature inversions” 
during nine months of the 
year. This phenomenon is 
brought about by a layer of air 
that is of higher temperature 
than at ground level. The 
smoke and fumes and fog are 
held down. 

In the absence of wind, this 
blanket of smog moves slowly 
inland during the day until it 
hits the mountains. The “in¬ 
version” keeps the smog from 
escaping over the mountains. 
At night, with normal air 
movement, the smog layer 
moves out to sea. The next 
day, as the sun comes up, it 
moves right back into the Los 
Angeles pocket.

As the annual March of Dimes campaign enters its final week, 
Chairman Mrs. Leo Meyer reports Sierra Madreans are respond¬ 
ing “slightly more generously” than they did last year. 

She said that an official count of the funds received at the 
booth and at the Sierra Madre Theater revealed that $326 had 
been collected by the end of last week. 

“As far as these two collection points are concerned, we are 
doing a little better this year,” Mrs. Meyer said. “As yet, of course, 
we cannot tell how the 25 “iron lung” coin collectors are faring.” 

Mrs. Meyer indicated that the cardboard “lungs,” which have 
been placed in most of the Sierra Madre stores, agencies, and 
public buildings, will not be opened and counted until the March 
of Dimes drive ends next Tuesday, Jan. 31. 

“We don’t have much more time. If Sierra Madre is to reach its 
assigned goal of $2500 ($500 more than last year), we are going 
to have to do some very generous giving between now and 
Tuesday.” 

She again reminded citizens that the National Foundation 
March of Dimes funds are completely exhausted, and that their 
depletion comes at a time when the nation is still reeling from 
its worst summer onslaught of infantile paralysis in its history. 

“Last summer,” she said, "many more polio caas were reported 
than even in the tragic 1947-48 period. ’The year 1948 in itself 
nearly equaled the all-time record for polio in any one year.” 

The booth in front of the Bank of Sierra Madre will continue 
operation daily through 'Tuesday, Mrs. Meyer stated, with hours 
from 10 to 3. 

In addition, contributions may be mailed or brought into the 
City Hall. Checks should be made out to the order of “March 
of Dimes.”

Last Friday, the class was 
held outside beneath the Youth 
Hut trees, it being the first 
time in several months the 
weather has behaved Itself 
enough to permit work out¬ 
doors. 

As a part oi tne Pasadena 
City College Extended Day 
Program, the Home Mainten¬ 
ance course in Sierra Madre 
has a sister branch conducted 
right on the PCC campus. Stu¬ 
dents of the classes adhere to 
the regular .school schedule, 
and high school credits are of¬ 
fered for the work completed. 

“The class instructs home¬ 
makers how to maintain and 
appreciate furniture,” Miss 
Wallace explained. “We can¬ 
not turn out professional up¬ 
holsterers, but we do instruct 
in the care of home furnish¬ 
ings, the value of good furni¬ 
ture, any why it costs as much 
as it does.” 

Miss Wallace, an accredited 
teacher in the Pasadena City 
Schools system, said atten¬ 
dance by Sierra Madreans in 
her classes is “very good.”

IN HONOLULU. AUSTRALIA

letter relates some of her ob- 
serv a 11 o n s and experiences 
while visiting in Honolulu and 
Australia. Mrs. Elliott is a for¬ 
mer school teacher in the Los 
Angeles City School system.) 


of the flowering trees, the cro¬ 
ton hedges, the wonderful hi¬ 
biscus flowers, the warm wel¬ 
coming waters at Waikiki, and 
we almost forgot there is any 
other more work-a-day world 
for the time. But in August, 
when the Aorangi came into 
port, I said goodbye to the 
place above all others I really 
feel to be the home of my 
heart, and started out on my 
adventures into the land of the 
British. 

From the very first I found 
that I really liked nearly every¬ 
thing British. I enjoy their 
food, their pastries are usual¬ 
ly most appetizing; the saus¬ 
age rolls, the meat pies, the 
cutlets, the roasts, the custards, 
the tea—are all so tasty. I 
admit that even yet the York¬ 
shire pudding leaves me cold, 
and pumpkin served as a veg¬ 
etable leaves much to the im¬ 
agination, but other vege¬ 
tables, and many of the fruits 
are good to eat. The paw-paws, 
which in Honolulu I learned 
to call papayas, I think are in¬ 
ferior in flavor to the ones we 
enjoyed at Gam’s Queen of the 
Surf restaurant; and I know 
the oranges are not so juicy 
nor so sweet as our own Cali¬ 
fornia fruit, the bananas, too, 
lack the flavor of those grown 
in our own islands. But take it 
by and large I do like British 
food. But I haven’t yet over- 
'come my feeling of embarrass¬ 
ment at sitting down to a table 
“in a restaurant, for I cannot 
open my mouth either to eat 
or speak but that all observers 
nudge themselves and say 
“There’s one, a Yank.” (How 
I resent that work!) 

I discovered, too, that I am ; 
a very poor sailor, and enjoy- ■ 
ed every minute of the eigh¬ 
teen day trip from Honolulu to 
Sydney. We had a very con- ■ 
genial group of passengers in 
Cabin Class, and I soon was on 
terms of sincere friendship with i 
several of them. At Suva, in 
the Fiji g r ou p, we stopped 
only overnight, so I had no 
chance to see the island as I 
should have liked. But under 
the wing of a young man, who 
had told me several times that 
if I had been his mother I

should have been quietly at 
home knitting socks for my 
grandchiidren, I ventured over 
into the town, mailed the let¬ 
ters that had accumulated en 
route, and then with three 
other “wahines” (Hawaiian for 
female of the specie) toured 
the native section. Here we 
found shops open and dark- 
skinned natives with unbeliev¬ 
ably bushy hair, sewing at 
American sewing machines the 
lovely saris we later saw two 
native girls wearing. These 
long strips of embroidered silk 
are worn rebosa-like over head, 
around shoulders and girdled 
in at the waist. The youths we 
saw were dressed in the or¬ 
dinary British shorts and open¬ 
ing on the side. In one of the 
shops I saw a young mother 
with a diamond set in her left 
nostril, and it didn’t look 
nearly so grotesque as I ex¬ 
pected.

Dear Mrs. Ward: 

Do you remember telling me, 
one morning down in front of 
the post office, that if I found 
anything that interested me, 
as I travel, those same things 
would interest others with a 
like background? I’ve often 
thought of that, and as I like 
to write, I’ve often thought of 
telling you some of the things 
that really are very interest¬ 
ing to me. 'The question is, 
where to start, for so much 
water has passed under the 
bridge since that morning, I 
have difficulty in choosing a 
starting place. 

My year in Honolulu was 
completely satisfying in every 
way. The experi e n c e s with 
those tiny little handicaps— 
some deaf from some infant 
disease, some crippled from 
polio, but most of them cere¬ 
bral palsied cases—were most 
rewarding. They dubbed me the 
Story Lady, and our story cor¬ 
ner was the scene of very live¬ 
ly interest any hour of the day.

lips. ’The most rewarding part 
of the day, however, was when 
they were all lying on their 
co*s to sleep, after the mid-day 
t'nner, when some little 
brig.*Tt-eyed oriental child 
would beg ftr music on the 
recording rr.achine which he 
had grown to love as he drift¬ 
ed off to sleepy-land. But after 
ten months with these babies, 
associated in such close inti¬ 
macy with a wonderfully con¬ 
genial corps of people all giv¬ 
ing their all to the help of 
these little underprivileged 
children, I deciced that for the 
time being at least, I "had 
read that book” and was ready 
to close it, and begin a new 
one. 

I should have left in June 
on the Aorangi for Australia, 
for this land “down under” has 
beckoned me for years, if my 
daughter had not decided to 
spend last summer at the East- 
West Philosophers’ Conference 
at the University of Hawaii in 
Honolulu. For seven weeks she 
and I revelled in the softness 
of the tropical climate, the

than sufficient until 1955 to 
provide for the expected in¬ 
crease in demand within pres¬ 
ent city limits plus the de¬ 
mand of the area proposed for 
annexation west of the city.” 

This is based on the propo¬ 
sition that the city be granted 
surplus water to make a total 
of 2650 acre feet available each 
year. 

Among other conditionsunder 
which the city would get ad¬ 
ditional supplies to augment 
amount as outlined in his ear¬ 
lier report, Conkling said re¬ 
garding the Tri-Cities Land 
Company water right in the 
Big Santa Anita: 

“If the abandonment does 
not occur (Tri-Cities abandon¬ 
ment of its right), it can be 
brought about by action that 
can be taken by the city.” 

On motion of Councilman 
William A. Kinney a report 
was ordered prepared to show 
activities of the city-operated 
water department during the 
past year. 


A public hearing was order¬ 
ed for March 14 (City HalL 
8 p. m.) on the proposed de¬ 
velopment of Monterey Lane 
and the establishment of an 
assessment district for property 
owners on the street. 

It was pointed out that costs 
will probably run higher than 
original estimates and that 
possible expenses of a storm 
drain may make the entire 
project unfeasible. These prob¬ 
lems will be discussed at the 
hearing.
